THE ARREST OF MR. GILHOOLY. 

Mr. Parnell stood by smoking a cigarette 
when Mr. Gilhooly was arrested just before 
midnight, but he took no partin the demon- 
strations of the angry crowd. Mr.Gilhooly was 
accompanied by about one hundred members, 
two of his colleagues walking on either side of 
him, while the rear was brought up by a sort 
of body-guard of members of the Irish and 
Radicul parties. Passing through Westgate, 
Gilhooly was confronted on the pavement by 
several detectives who had been waiting 
many hours for his appearance. The Mem- 
ber’s friends declined to stand aside 
and an extraordinary scene followed. Mem- 
bers of the House of Commons were hustied 
by the detectives as though they were coal- 
heavers. Gilhooly asked Inspector Quinn to 
produce the warrant for his arrest. I can’t 
doit,’’ wasthe reply. ‘‘Allright,’’ said one 
of Gilhooly’s associates, ‘‘if you _ at- 
tempt to drag away this man without 
a warrant he is justified in shooting you dead 
on the spot. 

This sounded ugly, so Quinn produced the 
warrant and read it under the gas lamp. It 
charged Mr. Gilhooly with inciting to intimi- 
dation at Schull. Mr. Gilhooly there- 
upon was marched off to the White Hall 
Place Station house accompanied by his 
friends and surrounded by a howling mob. 
Responsible gentlemen offered £1,000 as bail, 
but it was refused, and Mr. Gllhooly spent the 
night in the police station. This morning he 
was hustied to Ireland for trial by the Holy- 


head express. 
SHARP PRESS COMMENTS. 


The Daily News says to-day:

AMERICANS UNDER A BAN. 

Americans coming to London this spring to 
see the sighte will have a nice time getting into 
the Houses of Parliament, as the result of the 
revelations in the trial of Callan and Harkins 
has been to exclude almost everybody else 
who has crossed the Atlantic.

British justice does not pamper condemned 
men as is the case in Ame 
courts and prisons. When a man is 
pronounced guilty, burly Constables seize bim 
at once and rush him off to prison without a 
word of farewell to friends, Callan and Har- 
kins were locked in Wormwood Scrubs, the 
biggest penal prison in London, before they 
had time to think. As a usual thing they 
keep penal prisoners in solitary confine- 
ment in some near-by prison for 
nine months before sending them to the 
place where they must work out their terms, 
but a8 a matter of safety Callan and Harkins 
were taken to Chatham prison within two days 
ofsentence. Itis not the custom here to let 
the public know to what prison the 
convicts are taken, but I have it on in- 
disputable authority that these men are at 
Chatham. This is considered the safest of 
Her Majesty's prisons and itis protected by 
doth a fort and garrison and once there the 
men are practically dead to their relations for 
fifteen years. 
THE OPENING OF PARLIAMENT. 

The Babel of Parliament opened with the 
usual stupid formalities which have been fol- 
lowed for years and are unalterable as the laws 
of the Medes and Persians. Nothing varies 
from year to year but the actors in the scene. 

GLADSTONE’S ROUSING RECEPTION. 

The Tory papers are poking fun at Mr. Glad- 
stone for his placable speech, but the Liberals 
say he will make it warm enough before the 
session is done. Those who saw him in the 
House Thursday rise amid the roars and cheers 
and commenton the address saw once more 
the Old Man Eloquent. The contrast between 
his greeting and the faint cheers which ac- 
costed the Marquis of Hartington was almost 
ridiculous. 

LORD RANDOLPH NURSING HIS REVENGE. 

Mr. T. P. O’Conner believes that Lord Ran- 
dolph Churchill is angry atthe cool reception 
he got from the Tory party and that he will be 
revenged for it. He says they are de- 
vold of all principle save that of keep- 
ing in office, and of having their share 
of the honors and plunder. The Tories have 
as their only criterion of esteem a man’s suc- 
cess or a man’s failure. For the moment, 
Lord Randolph is a failure, and it will be his 
business and his heart’s desire to transform 
bimself into a success. There is but one way 
of doing that—he must break the present Gov-

CLUB ON LINCOLN’S BIRTHDAY. 


A Gathering of the Netables of the Party— 
Senator Evarts Eulogizes the Martyr 
President—Speeches on the Pelitical Sit- 
uation—The Toasts.

NEw York, February 11.—Tee second annual 
dinner of theRepublican Club of theCity ofNew 
York was held this evening at Delmonico’s.

Mr. Edward T. Bartlett, the President of the 
club, presided at the dinner. He called 
the diners to order at8:30,announcing that this 
wasthe only night in the year when all the 
boys were at home. He declared that the re- 
cent convention of elubs, representing all 
that is honorable gnd manly in politics, had 
produced a degree of party organization never 
seen before; and in the Democratic strong- 
hoid of the City of New York work must be 
donein the coming campaign. The Repub. 
lican Club of this city intendea to do 
its part in this work, and in the future would 
carry on the work. ‘‘Whoever heard ofa 
Democrati¢ mugwump?’’ [applause] asked 
Mr. Bartlett. ‘‘The Democratic party never 
goes outside of its own ranks for candidates, 
and those of us who waited for a tidal wave 
last October are waiting yet.

Senator Evarts, who in the convention of 
1860 had moved to make unanimous the nom- 
ination of Lincoln, responded. He saia: ‘‘I 
am proud to be numbered with the members 
of this club and to take part in this tribute to 
Abraham Lincoln. Where can we find a fame 
like his. His is a fame like that of Washing- 
ton, and his oareer reflects upon Illinois a 
glory like that which Washing- 
ton gave to Virginia. ’’ Senator 
Evarts briefly outlined the career 
of Lincoln; comparing him with that of King 
David after tne great series of debates with 
Stephen A. Douglas. ‘‘He was the leader, not 
of party, but of a nation that had risen to 
shake off the encumbrances that bound its 
limbs,’’ said Mr. Evarts, ‘‘though without an 
army or a navy, this nation 
was able, ws it would be again, 
to 28 on sea and land an armament able to 
cope with the armies of the world, and Lincoln 
lived to see peace over a subjugated, not a 
compromised rebellion. [Applause]. It matters 
little what we say here, but it matters much 
what was donethen. There was nothing left 
in the stages of human greatness, but that 
this chosen leader should bea martyr, and 
that he should have been stricken down 
on Good Friday as the martyr of 
Liberty adds to his glory. Senator Evarts 
prophesied the speedy return to power of 
the Republican party, and closed with a 
further eulogy on Lincoln. 

THE PARTY TOASTED. 

„The Republican party, summoned into 
existence at the Hall of Freedom, 
trained in the school of unparal- 
leled responsibility, it stands to-day 
with a F#past that is glorious and 
a future filled with promise,’’ was responded 
to by Senator John C. Spooner of Wisconsin.

he Hatfield murder as I heard it on the spot 
of its enactment, but have to say as 
to the character of the murdered 
man’s friends — those now defending 
themselves from the McCoy — faction— 
that from personal observation gained by pe- 
culiar association often times under the most 
trying conditions of labor and fatigue, I in- 
variably found the Hatfield men of slow 
anger, of cool judgment, of unusual hospital- 
ity, generous of disposition, always amicable, 
and in their homes as hard-working and 
thrifty a class of mountaineers as the hills 
of Kentucky and West Virginia can beast. In 
traveling about through the mountains, 
probably as no one has ever traveled before or 
since, I met natives of all classes and con- 
ditions, the most intelligent best serving my 
in tracing the intricacies 
streame and ridges of 
country, and I can recall 
no instance in which tbe survey was given 
more active, willing and intelligent aid than 
by this same band of well-meaning, indus- 
trious, generous-hearted, good-natured and 
1 —— mountaineers, who, through 
that portunate ‘‘sensationalism’’ of the 
general press, are fast becom the heroes 
of dime-novel readers an made to 
assume the false roles of outlaws and 
murderers. 

The two pointsImake are: The uniform 
good character of the Hatflelds asa class of 
right-minded, law-abiding, hard-working 
men, a fact generally conceded throughout 
the country, and the equally general opinion 
among the people of the aggressive- 
ness of those who, evidenti through 
mercenary considerations, constitute them- 
selves enemies not alone of the Hatflelds, but 
of the peace and prosperity of the country. 
To my thinking it is unfortunate that through- 
out the mountain on of Eastern Kentucky 
and West Virginia there are not more just suc 
active, honest and intelligent men as those 
of the Hatfields whom I have met and they in- 
clude most of the family, and whose comfort- 
able little mountain es rude andiprimitive

DISTINGUISHED GENTLEMEN WITH THE 
PIRATE BEE IN THEIR BONNETS. 


More Fun Than Dabbling in Stocks—An 
Immense Sum of Gold on the Coast of 
Honduras—A Searching Party Out After 
It—Capt. Peck’s Silver-Lined Yarn. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Dmraros. 

New York, February 11.—There is no doudt 
that a huge joke was pérpetrated on the Ad- 
ministration when Secretary Fairchild of the 
Treasury was induced to send the order to Col- 
lector Magone to sieze the yacht Maria on her 
arrtwal at this port and arrest her crew for 
filibusteriag. The order reached the Custom- 
House last Wednesday, stated that the Secre- 
tary had learned that the Maria was due at 
this port, and that from information, he sus- 
pected the yacht and hercrew had been en- 
gaged in a filibustering expedition against 
Honduras. The order was turned over 80 
Surveyor Beattie, who indorsed it, This 
yacht, the Maria, is in command of John B. 
Peck, Agent of the Treasury of the United 
States,’’ and returned it to Collector Magone. 
There was a quiet laugh ali round, 
and there were many surmises as to 
who had played the joke on the Secretary. 
On Friday the WORLD cleared up the mystery 
of the cruise of the Maria, and printed a re- 
markable story of a search for a pirate’s 
buried treasure. The interest was not con- 
fined to this city, but extended to 
Washington where the parties concerned 
are well-known. Inquiry at the Custom- 
House to-day failed to confirm the rumor that 
Secretary Fairchild had revoked his order and 
it was said that no further action had been 
taken in the matter. The filibustering story 
was considered a joke and it was not 
thought that the authorities ser - 
lously considered arresting Capt. Peck and his 


crew ana seizing the Maria. - Whether Capt. 
Peck was still in search of the buried treasure 
or not was a matter for conjecture, but Peck 
was certainly to be envied, with four months’ 
vacation, drawing his pay all the while, and a 
yacht at his sole command. 
PECK IS A WELL-KNOWN CHARACTER 

in New York. He is about 82 years old. During 
the last campaign he, wite Congressman Mer- 
riman, formed a burea to send political news 
to country newspapers. He dabbled in poli- 
tics and was appointed Special Agent of the 
Treasury by the late Secretary of the 
Treasury Daniel Manning at the suggestion of 
Col. Merriman. His selection as commander 
of the treasure-hunting expedition by the 
syndicate seems to be considered by them to 
have been the sole canse of its failure. 
Ex-Judge Davidson, on whose representa- 
tions it was formed, is described as a man 
of brilliant intellectual qualities and a charm- 
ing conversationalist. He has traveled a 
great deal, and speaks nearly a dozen lan- 


guages. 

„When he told the story, said one of 
those interested to-day, ‘‘ of course 
he was questioned In the most search- 
ing manner. He answered all the 
questions in a straightforward way. His 
meeting with the dying sailor and the subse- 
quent unfolding of the secret of the buried 
treasure occurred about three or four years 
ago, he said, and it was soon afterward that 
he went alone to the spot to investigate the 
story. With the chart the sailor gave him and 
clippings from English and South American 
newspapers, which told of the destruction of 
the pirate vessel and her crew by the British 
cruiser. According to his story it occurred 
about forty years ago and the pirate’s 
possession of the immense treasure was 
due to the fact that their last capture 
had been a Spanish — with thirty-six 
kegs of Spanish doubloons on board ofa 
value of about $1,500,000. When ex- Judse 
Davidson went down to the island alone to 
verify the sailor’s story, so as not to excite 
suspicion he hired a hut on Indian cays, the 
only inhabited cay, ana made the natiyes be- 
lieve he was there merely for pleasure and 
fishing. In this way he accomplished his ob- 
ject without suspicion. 

The members of the syndicate who 
left the Maria at Kingston did 830 de- 
cause the vessel was nearly lost on 
the voyage there and they became convinced 
that she was not seaworthy. Peck had some 
friends at Kingston and he induced them to 
join him in a 

SEARCH FOR THE TREASURE 
on his own hook, without ex-Judge Davidson 
and the rest of the party. 

‘‘Do you think eck has 
in reaching the island and findin 
the treasure?’’ asked the reporter. ‘‘No, 
don’t. The secret of the precise location was 
known only to ex-Judge Davidson. The ap- 

earance in this city last December of a 
ot of old date Spanish doubloons 
did make the syndicate A littie 
nervous, but I don’t believe it was any of the 
treasure buried on Turneffe Cays. I believe 
the treasure is there and that we will eventu- 
ally get it. 

Do you think the Maria is now on her way 


to this port?’’ 

„She may be, but Idon’t believe she will 
ever reach this port. She is not seaworth 
enough. That story about her fllibustering 
thing was gotten up as a joke. 

How much of the treasure story do you be- 
lieve is true? 

„1 believe that it is true that Ex.Judge 
Davidson was told the secret of the buried 
treasure by the dying sailor, that he went to 
the spot and verified the story and that the 
treasure is there.’’ 

It is a question whether the syndicate 
would be entitled to the treasure 
even if they found it and dug 
itup. The reef where it is supposed to be be- 
longs to British Honduras, and there would 
probablyjbe a dispute as to whether the treas- 
ure could be called flotsam and jetsam. 

Atleasta dozen prominent men compose 
the treasure-bunting syndicate, among 
them Congressmen J. Fleyd King ot 
Louisiana, ex-Judge A. J. Davidson of San 
Franciseo, Quarantine Commissioner Thomas 
O. Platt, Lawyer Charles Beardsley and Alfred 
A. Horne of this city, Prof. Barker of Wash- 
ington ana B. B. Richards of Pittsburg. Con- 

ressman T. A. Merriman and Congressman 
Tim Campbell are said to have contributed to- 
wards the $1,000 pool for expenses. 

Ex-Judge Davidson and Alfred Horne left 
New York about December 20 to visit the 
spot where tne treasure is buried.

He entered upon the practice of law in Brook- 
lyn and served as Corporation Counsel of that 
city in 1861 to 1862, and again In 1868. He was 
elected one of the Judges of the 
City Court of Brooklyn in 1870, 
and served until appointed Solicitor 
of the Treasury by President Cleveland in 1885. 
It will be remembered thatthe President last 
August tendered him the position of Commis- 
sioner of Fish and Fisheries, made vacant by 
the death of Prof. Baird. Judge 
McCue, in a letter to the President, expressed 
his doubts as to his eligibility under the 
statute which requires the incumbent to pos- 
sess peculiar scientific attainments. The offer 
was therefore withdrawn. In the Tréasury 
Department the appointment of Judge McCue 
Is looked upon as an excellent selection. He 
is a man of great industry, with a re- 
markable capacity for details.

Ex-Assistant Secretary Smith.

WASHINGTON, D. O., February 11.—The dis- 
patch from Plattsburgh announeing that Wm. 
E. Smith is not expected to live, was the oc- 
casion of many expressions of deep regret 


among the officials of the Treasury Depart- 
ment. Probably no officer ever held a posi- 
tion in that department who enjoyed a greater 
degree of personal popularity than Mr. Smith. 
In commenting on this fact a prominent of- 
ficial said to the PostT-DISPATCH correspond 
ent to-night: ‘‘Mr. Smith was selected by Mr. 
Manning in the execution of his policy of 
surrounding himself with young and active 
men. The enthusiasm with which 
he entered uponatask was always communi- 
cated to those about him and his subordinates 
willingly worked day and night in their efforts 
to carry out his plans. He was himself an in- 
defatigable worker. His mind was very ac- 
tive and grasped a situation at a glance, while 
he was equally guick to adopt plans for the 
accomplishment of a desiredend. Much of 
the routine work of the department fell upon 
him, and owing to his intimate and confiden- 
tial relations with Secretary Manning, the mat- 
ter of appointments and removals was dele- 
gated almost entirely to him.

INDIAN TERRITORY. ä 
The result of the Indian Territory Con- 
Terence at Kansas City was the adoption 


ot a memorial and resolutions asking Con- 


gress to provide for the opening of the 
entire Territory to settlement and civili- 
gation on conditions just and benevolent 
to the Indians, and with proper precau- 
tions against the designs of land - grabbers, 
who would like to get and hold large’ 
tracts for speculative purposes, If the 
opposition of the five civilized tribes ren- 


ders impracticable the inclusion of them 


selves and their lands in the arrangement, 
the memorial asks for the opening of all 
the rest of the land under an organized 
Territorial Government. The oonference 
seemed to think that a part of the loaf is 
better than none, and that the opening of 
a part of the Territory to civilization 
would pave the way to the opening of all. 

We are inclined to think that taking 
two bites at this cherry will result ina 
great waste of rich juice. The railroads 
are not only gettingrights of way through 
the land in every direction, unhampered 
by the conditions‘which a State Legisla- 
ture of the present day would impose, but 
their owners and other combinations of 
capitalists are procuring from the un- 
tutored” Indian Councils monopolies of 
the oil, coal and other mineral resources. 
Let them deal with Indian owners a little 
longer and not much of value will be left 
for either red, white or black cultivators 
of the soil. 

The bright dream of founding an Indian 
Commonwealth and admitting it as one of 
the co-equal States of the Union, was 
creditable to the humane and magnani- 
mous spirit of the generation that had dis- 
possessed the Indians of their last hunting 
ground or cornfield east of the Mississippi. 
But it has faded entirely, after fifty years 
of waiting in vain for the five tribes first 
settled there to develop a thrifty and pop- 
ulous civilization under a tribal form of 
government and a tribal land tenure. If 
all the Indians left within our boundaries 
were settled there and were civilized 
laborers they would not be enough to cul- 
tivate the land, to develop a tithe of its 
resources, or to constitute a State. In the 
meantime the white man has surrounded 
that Territory with populous and pros- 
perous States, whose people will not per- 
mit any more wild Indians to be located 
there. 

The policy of keeping that grand do- 
main a8 a lounging place for a handful of 
Indians, to be made enormously rich by 
the “unearned increment’? from sur- 
rounding settlement, will not be submit- 
ted to much longer. Millions of white 
men willing to work need the land for 
cultivation. Half a dozen great cities 
and scores of lesser ones are crip- 
pled in their commerce and retarded in 
their growth by it. Neither pity nor 
regard for treaties protects the Indian 
in holding anywhere else a reservation 
that is a serious obstacle to settlement and 
civilization, andin the case of the Indian 
Territory it is only a question of what 
compensation is due him for a domain 
which civilization must and will take pos- 
session of. 

By securing to the Indians all the land 
they can cultivate in severalty, paying 
them liberally for the balance and selling 
the same so as to give them civilized and 
thrifty white neighbors, we would insure 
them an average of wealth exceeding 
that of the average white land owner in 
the richest States of the Union. In doing 
this we would give the Indian Territory a 
million of inhabitants in less than ten 
years and plant hundreds of busy cities 
and towns on her bosom where now the 
coyote roams undisturbed by the 
sight of mankind. To do this 
is to add 100,000 to the popula- 
tion of Kansas City and perhaps 250,000 to 
the population of St. Louis. These and 
other Missouri cities would soon owe as 
much of their growth to the Indian Terri- 


tory as they now owe to Kansas.

RAIDING THE BUCKET-SHOPS. 


Wall Street Invaded by a Band of Amateur 
Detectives. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTcu. 

NEW YORK, February 1l.—Inspector Byrnes 
to-day arrested the proprietors and clerks of 
a number of bucket-shops around Wall street. 
The officers of the New York Stock Exchange 
ago sought the advice of 
DeLuncy Nicoll, who found that con- 
victions of brokers of the bucket-shop 


kind had taken place under section 343 of the 
Code. He informed the Inspector that it was 
perfectly safe to make the arrests, and Dis- 
trict Attorney Fellows gave a power af attor- 
ney to Mr. Nicoll to act in the prosecu- 
tion of the cases. Inspector Byrnes em- 
ployed two Wall street clerks, gave them

THE BASE BALL OUTLOOK. 


Mr. .Al Reach of Philadelphia Discusses the 
Prospects for the Season of 88. 


President Al Reach of the Philadelphia Base 
Ball Oiub is in the city. Mr. Reach is here on 
business connected with the annual official 
base ball guide of the American Association, 
which is at present being edited by Mr. George 
Munson, Secretary of the Brown Stocking 
Club. The magnate from Philadelphia left 
that city about two weeks ago and went South, 


visiting New Orleans and other base ball cities 
inthe South. He met Mr. Spalding of Chicago 
in New Orleans, an had a lon 
talk with the celebrated ‘‘slave dealer.’ 
Spalding, Mr. Reach says, is enthusiastic over 
the prospeets for the coming season, and his 
enthusiasm is a, ar say not by a desire to 
force matters in der to make business and 
money for himself, but because he is con- 
vinced that a genuine boom awaits the nation- 
al game the coming season. 

‘*As for myself, said Mr. Reach, I agree 
with Mr, Spalding and look forward to one of 
the most interesting years we have ever had. 
Interesting, I mean, from a purely Sporting 
standpoint. In the League, I fancy you wil 
see a race which will be even more close and 
exciting than the one we had last year, and 
you will also see that the Philadelphia 
team will have as much or more to sa 
in the matter than it did in 1887. 
Spalding inclines with me to the belief that 
Philadelphia and Chicago wiil decide the 
championship, and that Detroit will not figure 
to any grave extent except in as much as it 
will bother us a little. Ne, I do not think my 
team will be much different to what it was last 
year. Harry Wright has shown that he isa 
fine manager, and we will leave the manage- 
ment of the club entirely in his hands, Under 
his direction the team onght surely to win. I 
think that New York and Chicago will have as 
much to say about the way the pennant will 
go as Boston or Detroit, leaving Philadelphia 
out of the question entirely. The club has 
made money, and we have put money into 
improvements on the grounds. We have pur- 
chased the ground on which our new stand is 
built and we now own the entire outfit.’’ 

What de you think of the increase, made 
at the Association meeting in Cincinnati, in 
the price of admission from 25 cents to a half- 
dollar?’’ 

„ do not particularly like it. Of course, I 
can only speak for my own city, in which a 25- 
cent tariff is infinitely preferable to anything 
higher than that figure. The people of Phila- 
aelphia are fond of base ball and are willing 
toturn outin great numbers to see good ball 
played. Yet I think we can more than make 
up the difference on a 25-cent tariff in the num- 
bers. We will keep it as longas we can.’’

In the minds of the 
people more depends now on a game of ball 
than depended on it three, five or ten years 
ago. xperience has taught the ball men 
just what to do, and they are not backward in 
doing it by any means. There will be more 
successful clubs this year than last. That is 
do because there willbe more clubs. I could 
show you figures that would astonish you in 
the matter of new ball clubs that are spring- 
ing up the country over from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific. Looking atthe situation coldly, 
I would say that we are going to have better 
ball and more of it than we’ ve ever had.’’ 

What do you think of the Association’s 
prospects?’’ 

They were never better. Your managers 
have jumped into the 1 of the thing this 
year,and by wise deals have putyourclubsona 
footing of equality in playing strength that can 
result in nothing but good when results on the 
whole are considered. No, sir, I do not think 
that there will be any serious changes in the 
make-up ofthe two big organizations in the 
near future. Both League and Association 
are now on a pretty solid foundation, and 
any radical change affecting either or both 
would not be beneficial. A time may come 
when some such change will be demanded by 
the publicand then it will be made, but not 
untilthen. The public is perfectly satisfied 
with the present condition of affairs, and so 
long as it is satisfied we are satisfied.’’

The Neaves Family at Loggerheads—A Queer 
Case.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., February 11.—A queer case 
was brought to light by the trial of Joseph 
Neaves at Augusta, Ky., yesterday. He was 
arrested on the charge of threatening to kill 
John Neaves’ wife if she did not leave the 
house where she was living. The charge was 
not proved and he was acquitted. John 
Neaves is his brother, and is in jail for 


killing his father, Joseph Neaves, Sr. The 
latter had several sons, one of whom, Joseph, 
Jr., single, lived with his father—a favorite 
son—and John, who was married, lived about 
one hundred and fifty yards away on a part 
of bis father’s estate.

TheFituation at Kansas City—Cutting at St. 
Paul—Fighting Over Oar Taxes in Kansas

Kansas City, Mo., February 1l.—The merry 
rate war still continues and freight rates are 
getting in a more and more muddled condi- 
tion. The Burlington and the St. Paul, which 
started the fight, seem to have got more than 
they bargained for and are not now doing 
more than their share of the slashing. The 
Rock Island to-day cut lumber from 10 cents to 
9 cents from CObicago, and % cents to the 
Missouri River. This was not met at once by 
any of the roads, and although it was 
understood that the Burlington would 
give 9 cents the St. Faul and 


Chicago & Alton continued to post l0sents. 
The Burlington marked classes A, B, C, Dand 
E down from 14 cents to Ut cents, but the 
other roads continue to post the old rates. Al- 
though all the freight agents announced that 
they had orders to meet all cuts, most of them 
seem now disposed to await an order from 
headquarters. Packing-house stuff is now 
quoted at 12 certs.

Lumber will probably go to 8 
cents by Monday. Live stock agents of the 
railroads and shippers of live stock are look- 
ing for still further cuts in freight rates.”

Fighting Over Car Taxes.

In view of this deeision and in accordance 
with its spirit Attorney-General Bradford ad- 
vised the Connty Treasurer to make a refer- 
ence of such collections wherever 
they could, instructing them at the

1887, asthe court had enjoined these collec- 
tions until such a time as the question involv- 
ing the right of a State to tax cars used in 
interstate commerce was decided by the 
United States Supreme Court, In furtherance 
of the Attorney-General’s instructions the 
seizure at Halstead was made, To-day an at- 
torney of the Pullman Car Company from 
Chicago called upon Attorney-General Brad- 
ford regarding the Halstead seizure and 
begged some sort of concession, a delay in 
inforcing the laws of the State, etc. Attorney- 
General Bradford gave Mr. McPberson no sat- 
isfaction.

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ATTACKING GOV. HILL. 


Sensational Charges of Extravagance in Fur- 
nishing the Executive Mansion.

NEW YORK, February 11.—Efforts have been 
made by a morning paper of this city to 
create a sensation over the alleged extrava- 
gance of Gov. Hill in the matter of the 
furnishing of the Executive Mansion. 
It has been intimated that inas- 
much as the special fund set apart 
for this purpose has been exhausted, there 


isno way of paying the unsettled accounts 
which it is claimed exist at present. The 
ridiculousness of the assertions is apparent 
when it is known that even should 
the Legislature fail to appropri- 
ate moneys needed to pay for 
the Improvement itis held that the Governor 
would bejustified in drawing onthe fund for 
the care and maintenance of public build- 
ings. An ex-Comptroller of the State is au- 
thority for the statement that there is a pre- 
cedent for this. When President Cleveland 
was Governor he is said to have 
sought the counsel of Leslie W. Russell, at the 
time Attorney-General, and, bythe way, a 
Republican. The latter is stated to have ad- 
vised the Governor that he had a 
right to draw on the  public-building 
fund when an insufficient appropriation 
was made for the Executive Mansion. Mayor 
Chapin of Brooklyn was asked to-day whether 
or not he, when r wrod of the State, had 
any cognizance of the alleged extravagance, 
and he said: 

„The attack is mere partisan clamor. 
It seems to involve two propositions. 
One is that the Executive Mansion 
expenditures for furnishing have been ex- 
travagant and the other is that there has been 
misappropriation of money or, misuse of an 
appropriation. As to the first, it not only is 
not true, but I believe it will utterly fail 
to attract public attention or interest. 
The State is rich, and the people are not only 
willing but desire that the Executive Mansion 
should be furnished somewhat as the mansion 
or residence of a private citizen of 
means would be. 80 far as details are 
concerned, the money was expended very 
effectively and it would trouble any one to get 
more for the same sum than was purchased 
by the Governor. In the second place, there 
has been no misuse of appropriations. The 
Executive Mansion is a public  build- 
ing and its furnishing can de prop- 
erly paid for out of moneys 
appropriated for maintenance of public build- 
ings. It is often the case that one appropria- 
tion is available for more than ene purpose.

THE RHILADELPHIAN CAPTURES FIRST 
PRIZE AND BREAKS THE RECORD. 


Exciting Scenes Last Night at the Madison 
Square Garden—Police Watch the Win-

Sensational Development in the Congres-~ 
sional Investigation.

COLLAPSED AT LAST. 


Mrs. Robinson, Convicted of Murder, Swoons 
on the Way to Her Cell.

Boston, Mass., February 11.—Five women 
have been hanged in Massachusetts since the 
commonwealth was founded, and Mrs. Sarah 
J. Robinson bids fair to be the sixth. She was 
convicted in Cambridge of murderin the first 
degree for poisoning by arsenic Prince Arthur 
Freeman, her brother-in-law. The jury were 
out fourteen hours. They came into court at 


9o0’clock this morning, and showed by their 
faces they had arrived at a verdict.

Her calmness 
was simply appalling. The jury was polied 
and Olerk urd, in a choked voice, told the 
prisoner to stand up.

Asolemn ‘stillness pervaded the court- 
room. Mrs. Robinson sat thus, with no out- 
ward sign of feeling, for nearly ten min- 
utes. Meanwhile, the Court allowed the coun- 
sel for the defense until February 25 in which 
to file exceptions. When the adjournment 
was made the prisoner’s head began to sink 
slowly toward her bosom inch by inch, the 
woman’s intrepid will struggled against the 
overmastering sense of the horror of her sit- 
uation. The sight was enough to unnerve the 
stoutest heart. Slowly the dreadful, bitter 
truth came to her, and conquered the indom- 
itable courage. That courage which gave her 
the strength to walk to the witness-box, as 
the District-Attorney describes it, ‘‘with all 
the regal dignity of a queen,’’ yielded at last, 
and her head sank upon her bosom. The un- 
happy and broken woman burst into tears and 
almost swooned. She was a physical wreck, 
and as weak as a child. Mr. Fisk and the 
matron supported her faltering steps, and 
partly carrying her the procession started for 
the jail. When they reached the hallway Mrs. 
Robinson collapsed completely, and had to be 
placedinachair. She showed little sign of 
recovery, and had to be practically carried to 
her room at the jail. 

The trial began last Monday. She was ar- 
rested on seven indictments of murder, all but 
one for the death of members of her family. 
At the recent trial for the murder of her 
son the jury disagreed. The motive in all 
cases was insurance benefits, and the poison 
was arsenic, although it was not shown either 
that she ever had any poison or knew the na- 
ture of its effect.

The Exposure of a Murder Mystery at

Saenz, secure in the hands of nis friends, 
returned to Camargo, and hanging a big six- 
shooter on his waist, swaggeredabout the 
street infront of the astonished Lamodrid. 
The latter telegraphed President Diaz asking 
him how it was that after he (Lamodrid) had 
risked his life to capture prisoners they 
were turned loose to return to their 
old haunts and plot more mischief. The re- 
sult was a telegram to the Federal authorities 
here ordering that all those instrumental in 
securing the release of Saenz be jailed with- 
out the right of bail. It is said that 
Judge Dorria will probably lose his 
position through his lack of vigilance 
and the names of several other prominent 
citizens are mentioned as being implicated in 
the matter. In the meantime Saenz has 
skipped to American soil under indictment 
in Starr County forthe murder of a manof 
Roma.

VOTERS’ VIEWS. 


HOW THEY REGARD THE PROPOSED CHAR- 
TER AMENDMENTS. 


‘ 

The People Who Will Vote for the Street- 
Sprinkling Tax, and the Class Which 
Will Oppose It—The Lights in Which | 
the Proposed Extended-Limits Tax 
Amendment is Viewed by the Taxpayers 
in the New and Old Limits. 


N former occasions 
when propositions to 
amend the city 
charter were sub- 
mitted to a vote of 
the people they usu- 
ally found it up-hill 
work. It has always 
seemed that a feel- 
ing of conservatism 
prevailed in keeping 
with the conserva- 
tive spirit of tne instrument itself, which pro- 
vides that its directions or prohibitions can 
only be changed by a three-fifths majority of 
all the votes cast at the election at which the 
propositions were submitted, The 
defeat of many good amend- 
ments submitted was due mainly 
to the fact that they were coupled with other 
propositions of questionable wisdom and 
widespread unpopularity. On this account 
the good amendments were lost at the polls. 
When the import of a proposed amendment is 
only presented in the legal forms a certain 
number of times in accordance with legal pro- 
visions the result is generally that not one 
voter in five votes intelligently on the propo- 
sitions. Both of the amendments to 
be voted on at the election are of 
such great importance that the 
public will be well advised through the news- 
papers of the reasons and consequences in- 
volved at that election. 
CITY REGISTER TRACY 
has decided to do his official share towards 
informing the citizens on the nature of the 
amendments. In a few days he will have 
prepared a small pamphlet presenting in full 
the proposed addition to the charter section 
on public improvements, providing for the 


payment ofthe cost of sprinkling the street 
by the levy of a special tax against the abut- 
ting property. In parallel columns it will also 
give the section now n the taxatien 
ofthe new limits, which it is proposed to 
strike out and the new section in- 
tended to replace itand to givetothe Munic- 
wal Assembly the power to regulate the 
rate of taxation In that territory by ordinance 
according to the rw of the case pre- 
sented by each locality. 

As was shown in the PosT-DISPATCH yester- 
day, the municipal officers in charge of the 
public improvements of the city and those di- 
recting its financial affairs are without ex- 
ception in favor of both of the proposed 
amendments. 

The Comptroller has shown from the books 
of his office that the city cannot continue the 
street sprinkling out of the municipal rev- 
enue. The question is whether the people 
will continue sprinkling ata cost of $2.50 for 
each house for the season, or revert to the old 
centractors’ system and pay $8 for each house 
for the season. They are as strongly in favor 
of the adoption of the second amendment. 

ONE STRONG ARGUMENT 
in favor of an adoption of this amendment 
has not as yet been presented, although it is 
of as muff significance as ali others advanced 
by the advocates ofthe amendment. That is,

ation in all the sections of the 
new limits. The residents of the crowded 
sections of the new limits who live on blocks 
having six houses of an aggregate value of 
$6,000, and who are now paying $2.05 per $100 
and are liable to further increases as they 
come within the control of the Assembly will 
vote for the adoption of the amendment which 
will, throw some of the burden 
on their wealthier neighbors and se- 
cure for themselves an equalization. 
The opposition to the umendment 
will come from those who are now enjoying 
the low rate, and who, as long as they can de- 
feat this amendment and keep out of the class 
described by the present section, will enjoy 
that great benefit over their less wealthy and 
less fortunate neighbors.

ALCOHOL AS A FOOD. 


WHAT THE LOCAL PHYSICIANS SAY 
ABOUT IT. 


Opinions of ‘‘Medicine Men” That Will In- 
terest Drinkers and Non- Drinkers Alike 
—The Statement of Hon. Chas. F. John- 
son the Subject of Much Discussion—Dr. 
O’Reilly Contributes a Lengthy Opinion 
—Other Views. 


RINE has attracted 
considerable atten- 
tion since ex-Lieut.- 
Gov. Chas. P. John- 
son made the bold 
statement in his local 
option speech at the 
Real Estate Ex- 
change, January 28, 
that alcohol is not 
even a food.’’ 

This statement 
caused much discus- 
sion after the speech 
appeared in the Post- 

DISPATCH, and the debates ran so high that 
inguiries were sent to many of the physicians 
of the city requesting an expression of their 
views on the use of liquors, particularly in 
relation to the food properties of alcohol. 
These inquiries were submitted in the form of 
three questions, as follows: 


THE QUESTIONS. 

1. What is Four opinion, as a physician, of 
the use of alcoholic liquors as a beverage, 
namely: whisky, wines, brandies, beer, ales? 

2. Is alcohol a food? 

8. Is it safe to encourage the sale of alcoholic 
liquors? 

These questions were addressed to Drs. J.

of his race by destroying his moral and physi- 
cal being.

She played Juliet last night. It was a fitting 
apex to the two weeks’ reportory. It reversed 
the old adage and gave us Hamlet, with 
everything but Hamlet left out. Her Juliet is 
a study in art not a transcript of life. Its 
colors like those of Titian awaken your won- 
der by their durability, even when they do 
not warm you by their reality. Her girl love 
is what Carlyle calls a painted flame. 

But what an exquisite piece of painting it is! 
What admirable knowledge of the pigments! 
What skill of touch! What accuracy of ad- 
justment! 

One is amazed to see this Pole reflecting 
from her snowy methods the verouse summer 
and illumining with arosy boreal light the 
peaks of Southern passion. It reminds you of 
de Stael’s account of Hecla when the sunset 
touched it, and all the ice burned into sharp 
and scintiliaut outlines, making you forget 
the fires that smouldered underneath in the 
radiance that fell upon its surface. 

I think of her in ber maturity flirting with

ASSAULTED AIS GIRL’S FATHER. 


Thomas Evans in Trouble for Taking the 
Part of Miss Wittenberg.

CAPE GIRARDEAU. Mo., February 11.—Thos. 
Evans, aged 20 years, was .arrested here the 
Ist of this month, charged with assault and 
battery on Wm.

He then fled to this county, and was pursued 
here by young Wittenberg, who has tried in 
various ways to get him across the river with- 
out requisition papers. After Evans was dis- 
charged Wittenberg found it out and started 
after him proposing to arrest him again. 
W ittenberg shows great vindictiveness against 
Evans, and will leave no stone unturned un- 
til he gets him across into IIlinois. 


FARMERS AND MILLERS CONFER. 


An Important Meeting Held at Carthage, 
Jasper County, Mo.

CARTHAGE, Mo., February 11.—To-day a 
meeting was heldat the Circuit Court-room, 
under the auspices of the Jasper County 
Farmers’ Association, for the purpose of 
conferring with the millers of the county in 
regard to the basis of exchange of wheat and 
flour.

All the millers 
desired it to be understood that they con- 
sidered the farmers’ interest identical with 
theirown. Before separating the correspond- 
ing committee was instructed to ascertain 
whether the manner in which the railroad Com- 
missioners had dealt with the farmers was in 
accordance with law, or whether they had not 
rendered themselves liable to prosecution. 
Great interest is manifested by the farmers. 
One man walked ten miles td reach the meet- 
ing. The farmers adjourned for two weeks.

The Measles Epidemic Spreading in Several 
Indiana Townships.

VINCENNES, Ind., February 11.—The measles 
epidemic exists to an alarming extent in dif- 
ferent portions of this (Knox) county.

How well-washed he 
looked, How sleek his queue, how carefully 
adjusted his garments. ow well cleaned his 
wooden shoes and how watchful he was to 
keep them out of the dirt. Robed in his holi- 
day attire of blue, plum color or black, he 
made a contrast with the Americans he jostled 
against that was not flattering to the land of 
liberty. A stranger comparing the two races 
might have said: ‘‘This may be the land of 
the free, but it isn’t the home of the bath.’’ 
Of course, the white ladies were all right, be- 
cause they were down doing their shopping and 
that mysterious ability of always looking 
clean and sweet that womankind possesses 
enabled them to reach the Chinaman’s snow- 
white eminence of distinction, but they could 
not be counted in for raising the American 
average, as none can guess how very dainty 
the Chinese ladies would have looked if they 
had beenout.

The new year only began yesterday. Its 
celebration will last two more days in 
St. Louis. Unlike Christian nations, 
the Chinese make this the greatest 
holiday of their year. They prepare for it 
some time ahead. . The wee previous is 
spent in balancing accounts and paying up all 
Obligations, renovating places of business and 
dwellings.

THE DE VIRIEU FAMILY. 

For the past 1100 years the family of De Virieu 
has been divided into two branches, called 
Virieu-Faverges and Virieu-Pupetieres, from 
the names of their principal castles in Bur- 
gundy and Dauphiny. Both branches carry 
the title of Marquis and they have the same 
arms, distinguished only by a difference in the 
colors of the foundations. 

The Gontaut-Birons are the flower of the 
French nobility and are allied with the Beauf- 
fremonts, Rohans, Casse-Brissacs, Talley- 
rands, Beauvans, Fita-Jameses, Polignacs, 
Crillons, etc. 

THE SON OF AN HONORED FATHER. 

The bridegroom of yesterday is the son of 
the Gontaut who rendered so great service to 
France in her hour of need. What abnega- 
tion, what humiliation it required on the part 
of Vicomte de Gontaut to represent his mutil- 
ated country at the court of her conqueror? 
Never had M. de Gontaut been in any 
way attached to a diplomatic mission, and 
although he bore a name well-known in the 
history of the national grandeur, he was 
obliged to suffer for defeats in no 
way his fault. Why in a 
most trying hour he was made 
ambassador to Berlin is not generally known. 
Emperor William feared that the new Tey 
public would send some Insignificant person- 
age as its representative in Germany, while 
England, Austria, Russia and Italy were hon- 
ored with scions of illustrious houses. 80 
troubled was he that Thiers was requested to 
save him from such a mortification. The lit- 
tle President had the good sense to see that 
the more he flattered the German Emperor the 
easier it would be to arrange matters with an 
adversary who still occupied a portion of 
French territory. M. Thiers cast his eyes upon 
the Vicomte de Gontaut, a man who would 
not only impose because of his race, but whose 
persona! qualities would make him ‘‘the right 
man in the right place.’’ From a member of 
the family I have a description of a scene that 
took place on a beautiful evening in June, 
1871. At the Castle of Navailles, the home of 
the Vicomte de Gontaut-Biron, all were 
seated in the immense salon of the ground 
floor, when amessenger brought a telegram 
from M. Thiers, offering the Vicomte the Ber- 
lin Embassy, and in the name of patriot- 
ism begging bim to accept it. 
Tears were in all eyes when it 
was understood to what a cruel test the chief 
of the executive power intended to put the 
house of Biron. Notone of the family slept 
that night, but the next day the Vicomte de 
Gontaut left for Versailles and in one week he 
was at his post in Berlin. There he 
determined to obtain for France the consid- 
eration due a country that, before it suc- 
cumbed to its oppressors, freely shed the life- 
blood of its children. But the French 
Republic, never satisfied, recalled its able 
representative, and since 1879 Vicomte de 
Gontaut has devoted himself to literature and 
| agriculture. 

THE CASTLE OF SAINT BLANCARD. 

Gaston’s martiage was to have taken place 
at the castle of Saint Blancard, but this relic 
of the thirteenth century was destroyed by 
fire last Friday. In years no fire in France 
has caused excitement equal to that of the 
burning of Saint Blancard, The castle wag in- 
habited by Count Stanislas, son of the Marquis 
de Saint-Blaneard. When the Count made 
the ‘‘rounds’’ at l0 o’clock p. m. there was 
no sign of fire; but at II o'clock gigantic 
flames burst from all the windows of the first 
floor and the structure was doomed. The 
walls were so thick that the ivy covering 
them suffered in no way, but remained, 
dampened by the nightdews. After having 
bravely done their duty, the villagers. formed 
weeping groups around the Count, for the 
Gontaut—Biron family is adored in the proy- 
ince. 

The castle of Saint Blancard was built by the 
Ornesans, a family in which there were many 
Princes of the church and brave sailors. The 
immense building was composed of three sto. 
ries, besides the attic. On each side were two 
enormous towers, one round, the other 
forming «a dungeon 125 feet high, 
In the first story were superb 
salons, salle des gardes, dining-room 
and library. In the library were the historical 
documents and family portraits. In the sec- 
ond story was the room where were born two 
of the Marechaux and where Nostradamus 
predicted that the second would die by the 
hand of a Bourguignon. Indeed, when the 
Duke was executed, he recalled this prediction 
and asked the name of his executioner. He 
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strange, even marvelous, but after presiding 
over the ruins at last tne statue fell. Now the 
entire family of Gontaut-Biron is firmly re- 
solved to immediately restore the castle of its 
ancestors.

Cute 
brothers Rockafeller and the rest, stand off 
and protest thdt they have no interest in the 
matter at all. It would profit the Standard Oil 
nothing, they proclaim, to have the Stock Ex- 
change go into the oll speculative business. A 
committee is appointed to call on the Stand- 
ard magaates. The combine is inclined to be 
uppish,and though on that visiting committee 
are their own stock brokers, Wall street is 
eo quickly to understand that the commit- 

is snubbed, the Standard Oil Princes will 
have nothing todo with the matter whatever. 
And all the while goes on the hue and cry that 
to put oil onthe Stock Exchange would de- 
rive its rival, the Consolidated Exchange, of 
usiness, wy Lag: itso thatits further compe- 
tition would be impossible. 

It was a pretty game. Stock Exchange in- 
nocents gulped the bait readily and the Stan- 
dard Oil combine site back in easy chairs to- 
day laughing uproariously over having hood- 
winked the pretentious Stock Exchange gov- 
ernors into granting every favor. that the 
Standard Oil ever wanted.

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POINTERS FROM THE PIT. 


Talk of a Deal in Provisions—A Bullish 
Prospect for Grain. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DiIsPatTcn. 
HICAGO, February 
11. — That ancient 
a nd somewhat 
moldy chestnut, 
Old Hutch,’’ has 
been making him- 
self very numer- 
ous on Change 
this week. On the 
decline in grain he 
flopped from the 
bull to the bear 
side, and from be- 
ing six million to 
8 eight million but 
long as he has become possibly half that 
much short. He was the most energetic short 
at the lowest point and has been selling ever 
since. The market is not much above low 
water mark, but the tone is stronger to-night 
than it has been for several days and the 
chances seem to favor an up-turn. ‘Old 
Hutch’’ is getting more eccentric every day 
he lives. His income from his bank, business 
blocks, dwellings and horse-car stocks and 
bonds, packing-house and other interests 
foots up to about $500,000 a year. 
Some put the figures a good deal 
higher and make his income three-fourths of a 
million. For the last four years he has blown 
in from $350,000 to $425,000 a year in specula- 
His losses in this period approximate 
$1,500,000. Enormous as this seems, it is not 
as large as his income, Neither Sid Kent, his 
partner, nor Charley, nis son, have the slight- 
est influence over him, and so long as he does 
not encroach on his principal they do not feel 
that it is any of their business what he does 
with his money. Speculation is the old man’s 
is bread and meat to 
is the most remarkable 
in Chicago, if not in the 
Worth probably $10,000,000 he isa 
law unto himself. In a large way his business 
instincts are said to be infallible, almost, yet 
in little things he is penurious and mean. 0 
will risk a half million dollars with the utmost 
sang froid and appear indifferent as to results 
and at the same time he will wrangle over 
the expenditure of 3 cents and haggle about 
the price of an apple. He supports a lot 
of old codgers in his Century Ulub and 
almost any day he can be seen at 
the head of a mongrel procession of broken- 
down speculators, bargaining for cheese and 
butter and vegetables on South Water street. 
This truck he makes his pensioners lug up to 
the club where he retails it to the members at 
cost. The purchasers may not have any 
money, but they must promise to pay the 
prices. He supplies pills onthe same terms 
and keeps tab on every egg and potato that is 
cooked. He quarrelle ten minutes one day 
with the steward over the fate of a missing 
egg and was losing a thousand dollars 
a minute on change while the discussion 
was in progress. He did not mind the $1,000, 
but flew all to pieces at the thought of waisting 
an egg. He lost a large sum of money by the 
failure of Bensley Bros., in the settlement of 
a cattle ranche matter and claims growing out 
of the McGeoch failure. Bensleys came out 
owing him about $150,000. They still owe him 
the amount which was only partially secured. 


The failure of the Bensley Bros. was a com- 
plete surprise to the trade. They were reputed 
to be well fixed and were rated as com- 
mercially solid. John R. Bensley has been in 
the grain business for thirty years.

There has been anyamount 
of long grain—principally corn—held in this 
market for country account on stop orders. 
The bears have laid for this long stuff for 
months past, but never had such fair whack at 
it as they did early this week. Then they got 
the fair whack, and by the time they were 
through they whacked upon the profits 
the poor country might have had at 
onetime. During the first three days of this 
week the markets all took headers and down 
they went. Limits on stop orders were 
reached, brushed aside and passed in a man- 
ner that made the bulls’ eyes fairly bulge out 
with astonishment and dismay, Bismarck’s 
peace speech before the Reichstag started the 
ball down hill. The bears had only been held 
off from selling by fears of war in Europe, and 
when they were assured that Bis had knocked 
all that sort of biz inthe head they sailed in to 
raid the markets. The way they pounded 
them down was awful—for those who were 
long. The country didn’t stay long (in both 
senses)in the market, as their commission 
men fired them out very rapidly, unless they 
had enough margins to carry them over the 
danger spots. That wasn’t often. The conse- 
quence was the middie of the week saw 
the markets nearer evened up than they had 


been for months, and wheat down to Slo, 
corn to 464% @46\o and oats to 290 for the May 
option. Comparing these figures with the top 
reached inthe late boom shows declines of 
64c for wheat and about dc for corn and 
oats. One case was heard of acountry trader 
located in some small town in Illinois who 
had 10,000 corn bought at about 320. He kept 
deubling up on every advance, and when the 
top was reached he stood to win 510,000. His 
commission man implored him to get out, but 
no, corn was going to 750, and he wanted all 
the pie that was out. His margins were pretty 
thin as his line was big, and this last break in 
corn wiped out all his profits; all his first 
margins leaving him just where he started in. 


Since Wednesday, when bottom was 
touched, there has been a reaction, but it was 
asmall, slow and wearisome one, corn gain- 
ing more than oats and oats more than wheat. 
The market then got into a perfect rut and 
did not move much, either one wav or the 
other in price, speculation slackened and 
‘*scalping’’ one another was the principal oc- 
cupation of the traders. The bears were not 
all put out by the up-turn in prices; and, in- 
deed, some of them were glad to see it, as hav- 
ing. covered their shorts and taken in their 

rofits they wanted higher market to put out 
resh lines on. Among these were J. O. Ewald, 
who cleaned up eve bushel he was short, 
and must have made a good-sized addition 
to his bank account. enry Vogelsan 
bought in half a million short stuff, 
Moses Fraley covered largely, though not all 
by any means. Frank Ryan, Fred Puff, Ben 
Barnes, Henry Dieckman and other shorts got 
out, or nearly out, as did the smaller fry. 
Most of the above-damed operators are still 
bearish in their views, as is John W. Kauff- 
man, but there are others who played the 
bear side on the down grade who are now 
bullishly inclined and buying for a rally. Tom 
Carter and T. G. Bowman are now advocates 
of higher prices, as is W. T. Anderson of 
Golden Era fame and Henry Dieckman. As 
for the mossback bulls, their faith in the 
future of the cereals is as great now as it was 
at 4 and 5 cents higher. 


There is a growing conservatism on the — 
question, even if the feeling cannot be calle 

bullish, that is felt by a — many local 
traders. Receipts of corn have been heavy 
for the past couple of weeks, but during the 
past few days these arrivals have dwindled 
appreciably. The stock here is large, but the 
resumption of river navigation promises to 
make a big hole in it. There is a good-sized 
block of corn going out when the boys are 
ready to resume loading. Some place it at 
half a million bushels and others say it is 
more. 8, W. Cobb &Co. hold a large amount 
for Dunn, the Chicago exporter. Orthwein & 
Bro. will probabiy send out considerable and 
80 will President Haarstick of the Barge Line. 
On the other hand the prospects for another 
big run of corn tothis market areslim. The 
section from which most of the corn has come 
—Northeg@stern Nebraska and Northwestern 
Iowa—is now closed to 8t. Louis. The rail rate 
that favoredthis market hus been withdrawn 
in compliance with Chic request. But 
Chicago will not benefit by it. Kastern buyers 
are now up in this particular corn section 

taking all they can lay their hands on, and 
paying prices, too, tbat Western markets can- 
not meet. There is no peeens around the fact 
that the corn crop of 1887 was very short, 
smaller, even, it now looks, than the Govern- 
ment estimated it at. Iowa and Nebraska 
cannot supply the wants of the whole country, 
and sections that heretofore have sent their 
quota into market are now buying for their 
own requirements. Corn may be a ‘‘fancy 
deal’ yet. 1

The North Dunkia, which adjoins the 
Virginuis and is over the same ore 
chute, is now producing enormously. As 
yet there are no new developments in the 
Mansfield. The Capen shaft is being sunk 
rapidly and work is now being facilitated by 
the use of a power drill. The Hepyrmont 
Mining Company is pushing its tunnel into the 
hill with much vigor, but it is suspected now 
the recent strike was not ot so much impor- 
tance as was first thought. 

THE DINERO 
Mining and Milling Company laid off men from 
its force last week, reducing the number of 
names on its pay-roli from fifty-five to thir- 
ty-five. This action was taken for the simple 
reason that some important development 
work, which has been in progress for some 
time past, has been completed. In preparing 
to break out a sufficient quantity of low-grade 
ore to supply the mill regularly it was neces- 
sary to retimber many of the old workings 
and make a number of raises from which to 
stope in the bodied of low-grade ore 
standing. Among other things, the main 
working drift bad been caving so badly from 
stopes overhead that it was necessary to drive 
a new drift in one of the walls around it. This 
work having been completed, the reduction in 
force was made. Of the thirty-five men work- 


ing in the mine the major portion are at work 
21 low-grade ore forthe mill. From 
forty to fifty tons per day are being supplied 
and four teams are kept constantly at work 
bauling it. In the meanwhile development 
work in the vein is kept e 
ing for bodies of good smeiting ore. The 
north drift of the second level is being driven

ahead. At present the breast is barren ground, 
but with a little more distance some of the ore 
bodies, which are now showing in the floor of 
the upper ore tunnel level will be cut. The 
Dinero has maintained a fairly regular output 
at the rate of about 100 tons per month. is 
ore is mined from some of the old stopes in 
the first and second levels, and some good 
strikes are taken out in the course of break- 
ing the low-grade ore for the mill, The Dinero 
output is going to the American Smelter at 
present. 

Deyelopment work in the ore-body which 
was recently opened is now in progress in the 
Castle View mine on Carbonate Hill.

The drift was driven 
in a northeast direction through the lime, 
which it entered. Upon its dip for a dis- 
tance of about seventy-five feet, a raise was 
then made through the line about 200 hundred 
feet and the ore-body struck. The ore was 
cut through about five feet. A drift is now 
being driven in the ore about thirty feet 
aud as yet is all in ore. The Castle View ore 
is a heavy lead carbonate ore, very rich in lead 
and comparatively lowin silver, like nearly 
all the heavy lead ore of Oarbonate Hill. The 
Castie View ore also carries an excess of iron 
ore, even silica. Someof the ore was taken 
out in the course of drifting, and alot is now 
in the ore bins ready for shipment. The 
opening of this ore body in the Oastile View is 
one of the most important deveiopments in 
Leadvilie for along time, as anew — 
of carbonate has een greatiy need- 
ed. At the present time there are 
but three mines which are preducing desir- 
able lead fluzing ores, and these are the 
Morning Star und the Henrittee and Maid.

The experience of almost all observers that 
have had the privilege of seeing the dancin 
class at work is the same. At first you fee 
inclined to laugh.

The visitor 
remarks their Dig noses, their slender 
stature, their spindle legs. But the moment 
the group is formed for the ensemble, the 
moment the professor gives the word of com- 
mand, all that is vulgar vanishes; the disci- 
pline of the movements communicates to the 
whole guadrille a certain air of nobleness and 
majesty; the result is something poetic, 
rythmic, harmonious and unexpected; the 
feet touch the floor with one and the same 
sound; the biue and rose ribbons of the sashes 
float in the same breath of air; the arms de- 
scribe an identical curve and the legs swing 
and spring in syncronous unison. The ugly 
individuals are metamorphosed by the grace 
of movement. 

At intervals there are moments of rest; but 
the zeaious pupils do not rest; they run to the 
bar and wor eir knees and loins, multiply - 


ing their efforts to gain the suppleness and 
lightness that the public often seem to regard 
as naturalandinnate. It is during these in- 
tervals that one remarks the temperament and 
precocious nature of the danseuses, but 
amongst the petites one can never predict that 
this or that one will become famous, for so 
many of them, when they have reached the 
age of 16 or 17, allow themselves to be diverted 
from their art py the first banker who offers 
his assistance.

The modern French dance has existed since 
the time of Taglioni. Before she made her 
debut at the Paris Opera in 1827, French dano- 
ing, as far as we can make out, was a business 
rather thananart. An excellence in it con- 
sisted mainly in jumping and pirouetting; in 
short, it was a sort of dancing that appealed 
not to the soul, or even to the senses, but 
only to the eyes. But this isa statement that

must be made with some hesitation, for how | 


can we compare the dancers of the past with 
those of the present? How did La Camargo 
dance and how Mlle. Salle and how Mlle. 
Guimard? We may indeed truly say that the 
life of a dancer is like the fleeting shadow cast 
on a wall by a flying bird; before we can 
with rapid pencil the capr cious arabesque the 
bas passed away forever. How difficult 
then it will be to write the history of dancin 
itself. The technical details that we fin 
in the archives of dancing 
details of another kind 
abundant but not always edifying. 
one is surprised, in reading the bio 
the early ‘‘stare’’ of the French ballet, 
how rapidly the traditions of the profession 
were established, and how much the dan- 
seuses of the eighteenth century su sed 
those of the nineteenth in their triumphs and 
romantic adventures.

Gul- 
mard, who had a private theater in her man- 
sion in the Chaussee d' Antin, and who was 
immensely rich. 

But the two most famous dancers of the 
eighteenth century were Marie Ann Oupis de 
Camargo and Mile. Salle, whose ts, 
the way, are amongst the most remarkable 
pastils of that wonderful limner, La Tour. We 
may perhaps form some negative idea of the 
old ballet when we learn that La Camargo was 
the first to wear calecons, which preceded 
tights, and that she was the first to execute 
entrechats a quatre, that is to say, an upward 
spring during which the feet, are struck to- 

ether four times in rapid succession. Mile. 
Salle, on the other hand, was the first to dance 
Without hoops and paniers, and both she and 
her rival were considered to be mighty re- 

ormers, and the great Voltaire himself aid 
ot know which to prefer, for while Camargo 
was brilliant, Salle was revishing. One was 
inimitable and the other was novel. The 
nymphs jumped like Camargo and the graces 
danced like Salle.

As for 
the pirouette, history says that it was intro- 
duced on the French stage in 1766 by Mlle. 
Heinel of Stuttgart, who became Mme. 
Gaetan Vestris and mother of Auguste, the 
Dieu de la danse, as his father called him. 

In the present century, during the first em- 

ire, adancer, Mile, Clotilde Mafleuroy, was 

he personification of beauty at the opera 
and the splendor of the life eclipsed even theat 
of Guimard. Mile. Bigottini became as 
rich as she was talented, and after her we 
come to Marie Taglioni, who was for some 
years the legitimate Oomtesse Gilbert des 
Voisins.

Next comes Carlotta Grist 
who made her debut in ‘‘La Favorita’’ in 1841 
and remained at the opera until 1848. Next

came Fanny Cerrito, Mme. Rosati, 
lia Ferraris, who revived 
and aerial dance of Taglionl, and Emma 
ivry, whose tragic death in 1863 has been al- 
ready mentioned. At theend of the Empire 
the ‘‘stars’’ at the opera were Russians, who 


have left no very lively souvenirs—Mlles, ' 


Mourvieff and Granzok. Then came Mlle. 
Beaugrand and Rita Sangalli, who has mar- 
ried the Baron Mare de Saint-Pierre and re- 
tired from the stage. And now we have 
Rosita Mauri, a Spaniard from Barcelona, a 
pupil of her father, who was himself a dancer 
of Mme.

CONDEMN THE ESTHETIC STUDY. 


}Continuation Yesterday of the Session of 
the Course of Study Committee—Draw- 


Grammar is Taught in the Schools—An 
Interesting Batch of Opinions—The Tea- 
timony in Detail. 17 


WN resuming its work 
yesterday after- 
noon, the Oourse 
of Study Commit- 
tee of the School 
Board took up the 
examination of the 
head assistants 
where it left off last 
Saturday. The 
opinions of the la- 
dies, while not as 
amusing as those 
of last week, were 
very interesting, 
and though they 
d in many 
things, nearly all 
were unanimous in 
the condemnation 
of drawing. 

Mrs. Ella W. 
Blish, Head Assistant of the Divoll School, 
was the first teacher examined. She did not 
think that many changes could be made 
in the present course of study. She ad- 
vyocated the dropping of drawing in the 
lower grades and adopting a more 
thorough system of writing, paying 
rather more attention to it In the lowér classes 
and being a littie more strict in regard to it. 
In regard to physiology, Mrs. Blish thought 
the manikin preferable to the text boo She 
suggested that a change be made in t his- 
tory as at present studied, as now it only goes 
as far as Washington’s admiuistration. 
k TOO MUCH DRAWING. 

Miss Elizabeth L. Nason, head assistant of 
the Franklin School, could not suggest any 
changes in the course of study. In regard to 
supervision, Miss Nason thought that it was 
unnecessary in the four lower grades of the 
schools. In regard to writing she was of the 
opinion that more attention should be paid to 
writing than is at present given to it, 

Miss Alice O. Huth, Head Assistant of the 
Humboldt School, was the next teacher ques- 
tioned as to her opinion. On the subject of 
drawing, she thought that it was occupying 
too much time at presentin the schools. On 
the subject of writing, she was of the opinion 
that it might be improved by supervision of a 
special supervisor. 

IT REQUIRED THREE HOURS, 

The music she thought could be modified in 
the lower grades to the extent of leaving out 
the technical parts of it and doing more sing- 
ing in all the classes. 

Miss Letetia . Stewart, head assistant of the 
Laclede School, thought that drawing at pres- 
ent is ve much overcrowded in point of 
work required and stated an instance of a 

lece of drawings cutting and pasting work 
— in the lower classes of one of the schools 
which took three hours’ of time for its com- 

letion. The penmanship, Miss Stewart 
fnoughi, was the most 1 ee study in the 
school. and assigned the cause to the 
copious note-taking which the children have 
do. On the subject of supervision Miss 
tewart said that the achers, she 
thought, would do their work as well and 
— without a gu r, but 
that the children seemed to brighten up very 
much when the Supervisors appear. About 
kindergartens Miss Stewart said that the 
of them there were the better, and that 
had a very beneficent effect on the 
children. 

Miss Laura O. Alvord, head assistant of the 
Idncola School, suggested cutting out con- 
siderable of the mmar and having the 
drawing left to the option of the parents. 
Onthe subject of writing she thought that 
more time should be devoted to it a point 
made of practice. 

Mrs. Emma A. Meyers of the Pope School 
was of the opinion that the children have too 
much do and that the drawing 
should be left out of the 
schools altogether.

of far Western cities pale and sickly by com- 
parison. Mr. Jay Gould once ventured the 
opinion to a reporter, after some minutes of 
mature consideration, that the real estate 
boom in Kansas that struck that section of 
country last year like one of its own blizzards, 
was healthy as long as it continued to boom, a 
mental reservation of characteristic 
caution on the part of the rail- 
road king. With regard to the 
coming St. Louis boom, say the real estate 
men, it is very different and no such qualifica- 
tion is necessary, for the simple reason that 
there is no faise inflation in the local appre- 
ciation of front feet. And this is the reason 
that the dealers in dirt are happy and multiply 
and grow prosperous. The past week was 
qulet and no transactions of great magnitude 
were recorded, ut then this 
ruary and it is interesting to note 
the manner in which a prominent 
Chestnut street real estate agent sums up the 
situation. ‘‘Do you know,’’ he said to a 
PosT-DISPATCH reporter yesterday, there is 
a greater demand for lots, mostly for building 
purposes, just now than there has been at this 
season for fully twenty years?

3 to the drachma, worth about 16 cents. 
he Servians use the French currency, but 
call the francs dinars, and issue a gold milan, 
worth 20 francs; asilver para, worth 20 cen- 
times, and copper and nickel coins of 20, 10 
and 5 centimes. The Spanish coins are: 1 real, 
worth 100 centimes; 1 peseta, worth 4 reals, 
and 1 escudo, worth 10 reals; the real is worth 
a little less than Sceats. The Portuguesechief 
coin is the milreis, or 1,000 reis, worth about 
$1. The Russians count by roubles. One hun- 
dred kopecks make a silver rouble, which is 
worth about 75 cents; they issue now a great 
deal of paper money, in denominations of 1, 
3, 5, 10, 2 and 100 roubles. The large coins of 
Turkey ure the lira, or gold medjidie, worth 
about $4.37; the piastre, of which it takes 100 
to make a lira, and the becklik and altilik, 105 
to make the lira. They keep their large ac- 
counts by the purse, equal to five liras. 
The Egyptians have dimes, 10 of which make a 
piastre, worth 5 cents. 

Algeria has a pretty gold coin called a se- 
quin, worth a little more than $2, and a mon- 
zonah, worth about l% cents. Morocco issues 
a blankeel or muzoona, which is equal to 6 
floos, worth about 1-5 of a cent; an ounce or 
okia, equal to 4 blankeels, and a mitkal, equal 
to ten ounces. In Tunis 16 karnubs makes 1 

lastre, which is worth about 10 cents. In 

hina the unit is the Haikwan tael, worth 
about $1.25. It is equal to 10 mace, or 100 can- 
dereens, or1,000 cash. Persia issues a silver 
kran, worth about 15 cents; copper and silver 
shahi, and a gold toman, worth about $1.75. 
The current coins of India area pie, worth 
about Au of a cent; apice, equal to3 pies; 1 
anna, equal to 4 pice; 1 rupee, equal to 16 an- 
nas, and one gold molnir, equal to 15 rupees.

CHINESE CHILDREN. 


How They Are Trained and What Their 
Amusements Are. 


ATHER bright is the 
average Chinese 
boy, says the 
Youth’s Compan- 
fon, an active little 
fellow, his almond- 
shaped eyes shin- 
ing like a pair of 
jet beads, with no 
clothes te speak of 
in summer, and in 
winter dressed like 
a small edition of 
his father. As a 
baby he is calleda 
‘*‘wa-wa,’’ a very 
Suggestive name, 
and his first Cinese 
words are ‘‘pa’’ 
and ‘‘ma,’’ justas 

English. he rst 
life, and his first 
trial, is when the barber is called into shave 
his head. He generally proves on that occa- 
sion to be atrue ‘‘wa-wa,’’ with vigorous 
lungs. After this first shaving, his head for 
several years seems to send forth what may be 
called queue sprouts’’ in every direction 
and from every part of his skull where the 
hair ought to grow. Sometimes as many as 
five or six, each braided and tied with a red 
cord, are found upon one boy. The great day 
ot his youthful lite, the day of trousers, 
with pockets in ’em,’’ is when all these 
smaller queues are shaved off, and the single 
queue—the queue of manhood—is started. 

Chinese boys have agreat many amusements 
open to them. They play marbles as we do, 
only thé marble is rolled with the foot instead 
of the fingers. They playa game like battle- 
dore and shuttlecock, only the sole of the foot 
takes the re of the battledore. It is won- 
derful what skill they acquire in the game and 
the length of time they will keep the little tuft 
of feathers in the air, never allowing it once to 
touch the ground. 

Kite-flying is universal in China, though 
that is rather a man’s amusement here. But 
the range of toys for children is almost endless 
in its variety, and while they are ruder and far 
cheaper than the élaborate clockwork con- 
trivances with us, they serve their purpose 
equally well. 

ut boy lite in China is not all made up of 
play. His preparation for manhood is made 
much the same as with us, and when he 
reaches a suitable age he is either sent to 
school or put to work. Schools are found in 
all the cities and villages, not supported by a 
tax, but by subscription or tuition fees, and 
all Chinese parents who can possibly afford it 
send their sons to school. he sons of the 
poorest peasants—poor with a poverty of 
which we know nothing—may aspire to the 
highest offices in thé state, excepting only the 
imperial throne. 

his is not a mere theory. All the offices in 
the gift of the Emperor are fllled with the 
sons of common people. The pathway to 
these successes is education. ence every 
nerve is strained, every sacrifice is made, to 
keep the boy at school.

VISITED Walton, N.Y., 
last week, a beautiful 
town on the flank of the 
Catskills, at the head 
of the Delaware. It was 
there in that quiet and 
picturesque valley that 
the great philanthropist 
and ameliorator, Jay 
Gould, first attracted at- 
tention. He has a num- 
ber of relatives there 
whe note with pleasure 
the fact that Mr. Gould 
is not frittering away 
his means during bis 
lifetime. 

In the office of Mr. 
Nish of Walton there 
is a map of the codnty 
made by Jay Gould 
while in the surveying 
business, and several 
years before he became 
monarch of all he sur- 
veyed. 

Mr.Gould also laid out 
the town of Walton. 
Since that he has laid 
out other towns, but in 
a different way. He also 
plotted other towns. 

Plotted to lay them out, I mean. 

In Franklin there is an old wheelbarrow 
which Mr. Gould used on his early surveying 
trips. In this he carried his surveying instru- 
ments, his nightshirt and manicure set. Con- 
nected with the wheel there was an arrange- 
ment by which at night the young surveyor 
could tell at a glance, with the aid of a piece 
of red chalk and a barn door, just how far he 
had traveled during the day.

This instrument has worked quite a change 
in railroading since my time. Years ago I 
can remember when I used to ride in aca- 
boose and enjoy myself, and before good 
fortune had made me the target of the alert 
and swift-flying whisk-broom of the palace 
car it was my chief joy to catch a freight over 
the hill from Cheyenne, on the Mountain di- 
vision. We were not due anywhere until 
the following day, and so at the top of the

let the train goon. We wouldthen go intothe 
glorious hills and gather sage- hens and cotton- 
tails.

Bosky della were more plenty there at that 
time than they are now. 

It was a delightful sensation to know that we

fonable Dinner—Elements of Success. 


HIS art, like all arts, 
requires first, an in- 
dividual gift and fit- 
ness, also a very 
decided training. A 
sculptor is born and 
is also made into a 
sculptor by the se- 
verest study of the 
anatomy of the hu- 
man figure, also the 
stern self-denial of 
years of unrewarded 
labor. A painter goes 
through the same 
hard discipline. 

We might go on 
with all the arts,even 
that of the poet. The 
old Latin line tells us

and not made, but the laureate, Lord Tenny- 
son, and Longfellow would have confessed 
that it was pretty hard work to polish up their 
original inspirations. They had the inspira- 
tion, no doubt, but they worked afterwards. | 
80 it is with a hostess. She must first. have 
the inspiration, and then she must work hard 
toreach thelofty ideal. We all can summon 
up two ideal houses, bath full of luxury, art 
and hospitality, both presided over, we will 
premise, by two hostesses who seem, at first 
sight, equally desirous to please. And yet, at 
the one house weallenjoy ourselves; at the 
other we, none of us, enjoy ourselves.

A self-conscious woman, a purse- 
proud woman, an insolent woman, is never a 
good hostess. A good hostess is one who 
loses herself in her guests, who makes 
every one appear at his best, who is 
gentie, kind and well-bred. There are 


some nouveaux riches in all cities,and,in fact, 
snobs, in every society, who use their houses 
as feudatory casties, where they can hang, 
burn and imprison their guests, making them 
miserable, while they the hosts — ag 4 the suf- 
ferings of their prisoners. Such hostesses 
soon become very unpopular in this free coun- 
try. People stay away from them after a sea- 
son of two when curiosity, having been grat!- 
fied, the invited guest prefers to go to nouses 
where he is sure that he will be ‘‘entertained’’ 
and not tortured. But tnese bostesses have a 
long reign in England, as the devotion to rank 
is sO great that people will endure the insults 
of a haughty hostess rather than give up the 
privilege of being seen atsuch and such a 
house. Witness the sufferings of Lord Macau- 
lay and Sidney Smith at the hands of the Lady 
Holland of the past. 
GOOD MANNERS AN ESSENTIAL. 

This isasingular freak, and so unwise an 
abuse of the proudest and most agreeable of 
all positions thatit hardly needs a passing al- 
lusion. But it sometimes happens, and there- 
fore itis proper to say, that no woman, how- 
ever rich, beautiful, gifted or fashionable can 
afford to disregard the excellent grace of good 
manners if she hopes to learn the art of enter- 
taining. The smile ofthe hostess is the cream 
of the feast from the log-cabin to the palace 
ofthe merchant prince. All the rest is a mat- 
ter of detail. 

We will suppose, by way of ges, bp mat- 
ter plain, that a woman aspires to bea good 
dinner-giver. She must remember four 
things; she has a beautiful house, a corps of 
well-trained servants, a first-rate cook, plenty 
ot money; her husband knows how to put be- 
fore het gueststhe most expensive and ap- 
propriate wines. 

But she must not roast the guests. The first 
— which all luxurious hostesses should 
earn in America is this: Don’t roast your 
guests. Roast your venison, roast your tur- 
key, roast your canvus-back (slightly), but do 
not roast your guests. The dining- rooms in 
New York are often horribly too hot. A room 
which is so hotthat it causes the flowers to 
wither will be equally withering to the brains 
of one’s guests. Eating and drinking also are 
warm processes, and that should be remem-

tess. Donotinvitea party thoughtlessly 
or simply to pay debts. Give thought and pa- 
tient study to the composition of your dinner 
party, if you would entertain well. 

Then learn to be composed. That ts toa 
young hostess the most difficult thing of all. A 
young woman just beginning to entertain is 
sseentially nervous and anxious. She is look- 
ing at the servants instead of listening to her 
guests. She should always be sublimely un- 
conscious of the machinery of her dinner. She 
must resolutely puton a mask of composure 
and assume a virtue if she have it not. Noth- 
ing is of so much importance as her own de- 
meanor. If that is quiet and 122 every 
one is comfortable. A fussy hostess, who 
scolds her servants, wrinkles her brow, gives 
her husband a look which means terrible Cau- 
dleisms in the future, one who does not listen 
to the person talking to her—such a person is 
very crude in the art of entertaining. 

The four elements, earth, air, fire, water, 
being thus arranged comfortably, the lower or 
earthy element being the cook, who must be 
good, the air serving to illustrate the conduct 
of the hostess, which is all-powerful and per- 
vading. Fire, representing the heat of the

THE OLD STONE FORT. 


What Castle Garden Was Intended For 
When Built Eighty Years Ago. 


From the New York Commercial Advertiser. 

The thickest stone walis and the heaviest 
old-fashioned doors inthe city are those of 
Castle Garden. Since the premises have been 
appropriated by the Commissioners of Immi- 
gration it has been almost forgotten that 
Castle Garden occupies the same site and 


uses the same old walls that were con- 
structed for Fort Clinton in the year 1807. 
Atthe main entrance hang the same mas- 
sive doors that were first put there. They 
were probably never removed, because it 
would have been too much trouble to do 80, 
and they were closed because it takes a very 
strong force to swing each one of them. They 
are about 16 feet high by 6 feet wide, and fully 
8 inches thick, of solid hardwood, tron 
mounted all over, and the three ponderous 
hinges on which each one is supported fairly 
roan with the weight whenthe dooris moved. 
tis estimated that it would take at least 
twenty men to lift each door. The stone walls 
here are 8 feet thick, but that is not the great- 
est thickness. 

About a year ago the lessee of the restaurant 
privileges in the garden thought that he dis- 
cerned a door on one ofthe interior faces of 
of the wall which had been barricaded up for 
generations. He cleared away the debris and 
discovered a very narrow passage several 

ardsiong leading mto an arched vault of 
arge dimension, which was probably the 
powder magazine of the old fort. The walis 
are so thick that from the exterior the position 
of the magazine could not be determined, 
and there is but the one opening to 
the apartment. Another oor was 
also discovered the same time, which 
admitted the explorer toa dungeon-like cell 
into which streamed a solitary ray of light 
through a loophole in a wall which was fully 
twenty feet thick. What the original design 
of this place was has not been ascertained, 
but the restaurant man utilized it for a refrig- 
erator, as it is always very dry and cool. En- 
trances to other passages beneath the prison 
flooring were also discovered. They were 

robably intended for underground exits 
n case of danger, but are now partly filled 
with water. 

The visible exterior traces of the old fort 
are chiefly the numerous port-holes m the 
wall around the rotanda. The lower sill of 
each port- hole is four feet eight inches from 
the ground, and they are seven feet apart 
The wall of the fort is esi BN feet high, 
andin noplace less than eight feet thick. 
There are, in fact, two walls, an exterior one 
of stoue andan interior oneof brick. The 
rotunda fs 200 feet in diameter.
